At ench meeting of a nutrition class 
the children are weighed and a record 
Is kept en the growth chart, so as to 
see how much each child lins gained 
during the week. The child who makes 
th** greatest gain during the week has 
a special star. o th e r stars also are giv­ 
en for other achievements. A gold star 
is won by drinking three glasses of 
milk every day. A blue star, by sleep­ 
ing with the windows open e cry night. 
A silver star Is the reward for not 
drinking tea or coffee, and a red star 
for brushing the teeth three times a 
day. 
About 15 minutes of Instruction re­ 
garding health and food precedes health 
games, songs and plays at every class i 
session. 
The children are given les­ 
sons in health building in an indirect 
way, so that It actually becomes a game 
and, therefore, impresses itself more 
strongly on I heir imagination. 
In th** nutrition classes for mothers 
more advanced Instruction in food val- 
ties and general health is given, and the 
mothers are urged to study the ques­ 
tion of proper foods for children of all 
ages.
